The error in question was that 
the judge had twice used the word “or” 
where he should have used “and.” 
It goes without saying that the use of the 
word “or” instead of “and” might, under 
certain circumstances be a grave mistake. 
In this instance, however, the plaintiffs at­ 
torney insisted 
that 
it was a “harmless 
error.” If that is the fact the slip of the 
judicial tongue was no reason, either in 
common sense or justice, for granting a 
new trial. And as a matter of justice and 
common sense the court of appeals, we sub­ 
mit, should have known whether the error 
was a grave mistake or a casual blunder. 
The fact that the defendant company has 
settled the matter out of court, preferring a 
compromise to another trial, warrants the 
inference that no mistake of consequence 
had been made in the first trial. 
Doubtless the court of appeals w*as tech­ 
nically correct in its ruling. But that is 
precisely not the point. The point is this: 
How long are judgments to be set aside and 
cases ordered to be tried again on such 
filmsy and irritating technicalities as the 
use of “or” for “and?” 
When are courts 
to be concerned with the substance of jus­ 
tice rather than the form or phraseology of 
rules? 
When is the law to be the common 
sense which the Missouri farmer says it is 
and which it surely ought to be?

was at the head of the line. 
The Hotel Roosevelt is one of the 
new additions to the many Washing­ 
ton hotels and is located almost ad­ 
joining Meridian Park and opposite 
Henderson Castle.
